TECHNICAL DATA 


This will be the first in a series of articles; on tronsnission lines and 
antenna impedance natching. Tc many DX'ers, this will be old stuff, but it may 
be of soue use to cthers. 


The theory behinc trans. line matching is that a naxinum transfer of energy 
if realized when the impedance cf antenna line, and set are equal. The trans line 
can never anplify % signal, but steps-can be teken t~- provide as little loss as 
possible between entenn. and set. In this srtiele, only 300 ohm line shall be 
censidered; 75 ohm line will be taken up in the next erticle. ; 


The first sten involve’ is to chocse a Jow less line. The loss in signal 
in decibals incre'ses as the length of line increases. Probably the best 300 
ohn line for low line loss is the cpen type. This line has a loss of only .5 de 
per 100 ft. at 200 mc. This type of line would appear tc be the best suited for 
good DX, but very few pecple use the open line. This Jine is hard to install 
and often gets tangled with rotator and guy wire. If anyone ¥eé has used the 
open wire, I would apprecicte your comments on the characteristics of this kind 
of lead «in. It sells for $2.17 per 100 ft. It is ideal for UpF. 


The tubular and flat lines are the nest commons Exanination of the loss per 
100 ft. shows tmt the flat and tubular cre essentially the sare at low band, but 
a lower line loss atthe high band, The less in decibale will ingerease as the 
frequency increares, For this reason, flat line should never be used.for UHF. 
Tubular line shows a loss of about 47 decibals at low band and 1.3 db less at 
the high band, 


In any kind of installation, it shculd be as short as possible due to the 
loss per foot relationship. 


Tubular line comes diher filled or unfilled. The line loss is the sane for 
each, but the filled line will not be affected by moisture due to its insulation. 
Amphenol 214-271 filled.300 ohn sells for $4 per 100 ft at warehouses. Unfilled 
300 ohn ribbon sells fcr about $3.40. When installing the unfilled 300 chn line, 
be sure to tape or slug the ené of the line that attcched to the antenna terminal, 
About 4 years ago, I installed unfilled line without plugging the end. The result 
was a gosty pucture every time it rained. When I disecnnected the line fron ny 
IV set, a puddle of green water spilled on the parlor rug.
